SUPEROTENBING   SCHOOL   COMMITTEE. 


The  Superintending  School  Committee  respectfully  presents 
the  following  report : 

The  schools  of  the  town,  eighteen  Summer  and  eleven  Winter, 
have  been  under  the  instruction  and  charge  of  twenty-seven  dif- 
ferent teachers,  four  males  and  tAventy-three  females. 

The  amount  of  money  raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes 
is  $1000.00.     Amount  received  from  Literary  Fund  $73.86. 

Whole  number  of  scholars  attending  school  during  the  year 
is  632.     Average  attendance  in  school,  526. 

The  Avhole  length  of  Summer  schools  156  weeks.  The  whole 
length  of  Winter  schools  89  1-2  weeks.  Average  length  Slim- 
mer schools  8  2-3.     Average  length  Winter  schools  8. 

The  schools  that  commence  after  November  1st  are  called 
Winter  schools. 
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Tlie  following  is  a  brief  statement  concerning  tlie  s-ieliools  con- 
sidered separately. 

DISTRICT   NO.   1. 

Prudential  Committee — Joseph  Brown.  Summer  school  of 
nine  weeks  taught  by  Emma  E.  Merrill,  of  Loudon.  Whole 
number  of  scholars,  29  ;  average  attendance,  20.  Wages  of 
teacher,  $13.  It  would  be  very  desirable  to  have  teachers  prompt 
enough  to  send  in  their  reports  in  season,  and  know  enough  to 
make  a  correct  one.     The  school  was  a  fair  one. 

The  Winter  School  was  taught  by  George  H.  Hackett,  of 
Upper  Gilmanton.  Length  of  school  six  weeks.  Whole  number 
of  scholars,  30  ;  average  attendance,  26  2-3.  Wages  of  teacher 
including  board,  $26.  The  teacher  says  of  the  school :  "  I  think 
I  have  never  taught  in  a  district  where  the  Scholars  have  been 
more  constant  to  School,  or  prompt  in  their  attendance.  The 
Winter  term  has  been  pleasant  to  all  parties,  and  especially  so  to 
me." 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Prudential  Committee,  George  Edgorly.  First  term  of  six 
weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A.  Dudley.  AVhole  number  of 
Scholars  24.  Average  attendance  21.  Wages  of  teacher  $17.60. 
The  teacher  has  taught  in  this  district,  one  term  before  the  pres- 
ent ;  and  tliis  fact  of  itself,  is  a  sufficient  evidence  that  she  was 
appreciated  as  a  teacher  by  the  district.  She  appeared  to  have  a 
pleasant  and  profitable  school.  Second  term  taught  by  Mrs.  Mary 
Pierce,  of  Barnstead.  Length  of  term,  six  weeks.  Wages  of 
teacher  $32.00.  Wliole  number  of  Scholars  21  ;  average  atten- 
dance 18.  This  School  at  its  commencement  was  somewhat 
backward,  especially  in  Reading.  The  teacher  combined  energy 
with  thoroughness,  and  the  School,  under  her  management,  made 
rapid  and  very  satisfactory  improvement. 

DISTRICT   NO.  3. 
Committee,   John   P.     Clough.      First  term   taught  by   Miss 
AmarettaM.  Edgerly.    Length  of  School,  9  weeks.    Whole  num- 
ber of  Scholai's  18  ;  average  attendance  14.     Wages    of  teacher 
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^8.00.  Tlie  order  of  otir  Schools  is  generally  not  suiilcicutly  good. 
Jf  Miss  Edgerly  li:ui  enforced  stricter  discipline,  I  l4iiiik'- the 
School  would  liave  been  more  successful.  The  Scholars,  how 
ever,  luude  very  fair  i)ui)rove'rneul.  The  Vf  inter  term  of  eight 
weeks  was  ta.ughl  by  Miss  Emma  H.  Hill.  Whole  number,  19  ; 
Hverjige  cattendnnce,  10  1-2.  Wages  of  teacher  $18.00,  including 
board.  Miss  Hill  justly  ranks  among  our  best  teachers,  and  the 
district  is  fortunate  that  securesdier  services.  j,Every  branch  was 
laughl  in  a  tliorougii  and  skilful  manner. 

DISTRICT    NO.  4. 

Committee,  John  L.  Sargent.  One  term  of  ten  vrecks,  taught 
})y  ivir.  Charles  D.  Weare,  of  Deerheld.  Whole  number,  2G  ; 
average  attendance  23.  Wages  $18.00  Mr.  Weare  is  a  young 
feaclser,  and  therefore  did  not  seem  to  l>e  as  )nuch  at  ease  in  the 
school  I'oom  as  he  probably  will  in  the  future.  There  were  some 
very  good  scholars  iii  this  school,  and  fair  improvement  Avas  nuide. 
If  there  had  been  more  energy  shown  on  the  part  of  the  teacher, 
the  school  would  have  been  greatly  benititted. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 
Committee,  Dixi  Page.  A  Summer  term  ot  seven  weeks  was 
tauglit  by  Miss  Ellen  R.  Clay.  Whole  number  18  ;  average  at- 
tendance 15.  Wages  $13.33.  From  the  remarks  of  the  teacher  in 
her  report,  I  should  judge  that  she  had  a  very  pleasant  and  prof- 
itable school.  The  school  appeared  well  when  I  visited  it  at  its 
close.  Miss  Clay^  will,  I  think,  make  a  successful  teacher.  The 
Winter  term  of  seven  weeks,  taughf  by  Miss  Carrie  W.  Clay, 
was  veiy  successful,  and  the  teacher  maintained  her  well  earned 
and  well  deserved  character,  of  an  excellent  instructer.  AVhole 
number  18  ;    average  attendance  17.    Wages  $22. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

Committee,  Thomas  Cogswell  Jr.  One  term  of  twelve  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Ham.  Whole  number  15  ;  average  at- 
tendance, 10  5-6.  Wages  $1G.00.  Miss  Ham  labored  under  the 
disadvantage  of  teaching  in  her  own  district.  If  she  had  enforced 
stricter  discipline  and  been  more  prompt  and  energetic  in  the  dis-

charge  of  her  duties,  I  imagine  the  school  would  have  been  much 
more  advantageous  to  all. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

Committee,  Jonathan  Yoiuig.  Miss  Rebecca  J.  Page  taught 
the  school  in  this  district.  The  school  was  small,  only  12  scholars  ; 
average  attendance  10.  Wages  of  teacher,  $12,00.  Length  of 
school,  12  weeks. 

The  school  was  composed  mostly  of  young  scholars,  but  under 
the  faithful  instruction  of  Miss  Page,  good  improvement  was  made. 
I  was  much  pleased  with  closing  examination.  vSinging  was  an 
agreeable  and  pleasant  feature. 

The  board  and  fuel  was  contributed  by  the  district,  thereby 
lengthening  the  term  considerably. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8. 

Committee,  Matthias  Weeks.  Miss  Sussie  M.  Blake  was  the 
teacher  of  the  first  term,  of  seven  weeks.  This  was  the  smallest 
school  in  town.  Only  seven  scholai's  ;  average  attendance  6  1-2. 
Wages  of  teacher  $12.00.  Miss  Blake  seemed  to  have  the  good 
will  and  affection  of  her  pupils,  and  I  think  the  term  was  pleasant 
and  beneficial  to  all  concerned 

Second  term  of  6  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Susie  C.  Rogers. 
Whole  number  12  ;  average  attendance  11  1-3.     Wages,  $12.00. 
The    school    appeared  well   at   its    closing   examination.     Miss 
Rogers  posesses  the  qualifications  of  an  excellent  teacher. 
DISTRICT   NO.  9. 

Committee,  Richard  D.  Varney.  MissLydia  Varney  of  Farm- 
ington  taught  the  First  term  of  9  weeks.  Whole  number  of 
scholars  46  ;   average  attendance  34.  Wages  $24.00. 

Miss  Varney  was  one  of  the  most  successful  teachers  in  our 
Summer  schools.  Thoroughness  was  a  marked  characteristic  of 
the  teacher  and  scholars.  Two  young  ladies  in  particular,  Miss 
Sanborn  and  Miss  Mudgett,  did  remarkably  well  in  Arhhmetic, 
having  completed  Grreenleaf's  Common  School,  and  that  in  a 
Tery  thorough  manner.  The  whole  school  made  good  improvement. 
Winter  term,  taught  by  Mr.  Daniel  G.  Chesley,  of  Epsom.  Length 
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of  school  8  weeks.  Whole  number  41  ;  average  attendance  35. 
Wages  $32.68.  The  Committee  was  very  fortunate  in  securing 
the  services  of  so  valuable  teachers  both  Summer  and  Winter. 
Mr.  Ciiesley  maintained  fully  his  reputation,  as  an  efficient  and 
thorough  teaclier.  Order  of  the  school  was  good. 
DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

Committee,  John  C.  Barker.  Miss  Elma  J:  Felker  taught  the 
!<chool  in  this  district.  One  term  of  10  1-2  weeks,  comprises  all 
the  scliools)  of  the  district  during  the  year.  The  teacher  evidently 
had  a  good  amount  of  interest  in  her  school,  and  as  a  natural  con- 
sequence the  scholars  made  good  and  satisfactory  improvement. 
Owing  to  misinformation  as  to  the  time  of  the  close  of  the  school 
I  visited  it  but  once.  Whole  number  of  scholars  13  ;  average 
attendance  11.  Wages  per  month,  ^17.00. 
DISTRICT  NO.  11. 

Mark  A.  Bennett,  Committee.  Term  of  10  weeks,  taught  by 
Miss  Martha  E.  Price.  Whole  number  18  ;  average  attendance  14. 
Wages  $20.00.  There  are  some  very  good  scholars  in  this  school 
and  at  the  closing  examination  they  gave  evidence  of  having  paid 
very  good  attention  to  their  studies.  Miss  Price  is  a  quiet  and 
thorough  teacher,  explaining  to  her  classes  every  principle  gone 
over,  and  appeared  to  have  the  regard  of  her  scholars.  Order  of  the 
school  was  good. 

DISTRICT   NO.  12. 

Committee,  Daniel  Sargent.  The  Summer  school  of  5  1-2 
weeks,  was  taught  by  Ellen  M.  Watson.  Whole  number  of 
scholars  9  ;  average  attendance  8.  Wages,  $12.00.  The  teacher 
remarks  of  this  school  as  follows  :  'Tt  has  been  my  aim  to  have 
short  and  well  learned  lessons,  in  preference  to  longer  and  con- 
sequently mftre  imperfect  ones.  I  tiaist  some  improvement  has  been 
made.  The  scholars  for  the  most  part  have  been  studious  and 
well  disposed. 

Winter  school  8  weeks,  Clara  Peaslee  teacher.  Whole  number 
of  scholars  10  ;  average  attendance,  8  7-8.  Wages  $18.00.  The 
teaclier  says  of  this  school.  "The  school  has  been  a  very  pleasant 
and  I  trust  profitable  one  to  some  if  not  all.  It  has  been  my  pur- 
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pose  to  have  the  scholars  understand  all  they  have  been  over,  and 
as  a  whole  I  think  they  have  made  good  iuiprovenment.  This  is 
the  second  tei-m  Miss  Peaslee  has  taught  in  this  district,  and  the 
fact  that  she  has  been  thus  retained  is  very  good  evidence  of  how 
she  is  regarded  by  the  members  of  this  district  as  a  teacher. 

DISTRICT   NO.  13. 

Committee,  William  Jones.  Miss  Fannie  A.  Rollins  taught 
the  Summer  school  of  8  weeks.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  IH  ; 
average  attendance,  14  1-2.  Wages  $10.00.  The  teacher 
seemed  energetic  and  interested,  in  her  work.  The  scholars  made 
very  fair  improvement.  Singing  was  an  interesting  and  without 
doubt  profitable  exercise  in  the  school.  Winter  term  of  8  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Fannie  A.  Leavitt.  Thei'e  are  some  very  good 
scholars  in  this  district,  and  as  a  whole  the  school  appeared  well. 
Whole  number,  30  ;  average  attendance  27  1-2.  Wages  of  teach- 
er $14.00. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14. 

Committee,  Alfred  Hilliard.  The  Summer  and  Winter  term 
taught  by  Miss  Sussie  C.  Rogers.  Whole  number  of  scholars 
flrst  term  16  ;  average  attendance  12.  Wages  of  teacher  $6.00. 
Length  of  school  7  weeks.  Second  term,  8  weeks.  Whole  num- 
ber, 21  ;  average  attendance  18.  Wages,  $8.00.  Miss  Rogers 
was  veiy  successful  in  this  school.  A  large  number  of  the  parents 
and  friends  of  the  scholars  were  present  at  the  closing  examina- 
tion, both  Summer  and  Winter.  The  school  room  in  the  Sum- 
mer was  nicely  and  tastefully  decorated,  and  the  general  neat- 
ness and  quietness  of  the  scholars  was  very  pleasant. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

Committee,  Miran  S,  Clough.  Teacher,  Miss  Ellen  J. 
Stevens,  of  Alton.  There  was  but  one  term  of  8  weeks,  in  this 
district,  during  the  year.  Whole  number  of  scholars  18  ;  average 
attendance,  15.  Wages  of  teacher,  $21.00.  The  teacher  says 
in  relation  to  this  school :  '  'In  governing  this  school  I  have  met 
with  no  trouble.  I  endeavor  to  teach  them  to  do  right,  because  it 
is  right,  and  to  love  learning  for  the  benefit  it  will  be  to  them  in 
afterlife."  "I  also  strive  to  impress  upon  my  pupils'  minds  the 
importance  of  being  thorough  in  whatever  they  undertake."  "In 
awakening  an  interest  in  the  members  of  my  school  I  have  suc- 
ceeded as  well  as  I  could  I'easonably  expect."  The  rules  of  Read- 
ing were  very  finely  taught  by  Miss  Stevens,  and  in  this  respect 
the  school  would  compare  very  favorably  with  any  in  town. 
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Committee,  Mose.s  S.  Price.  One  term  of  13  weeks.  Miss 
Mary  P.  Price,  teacher.  Whole  number  of  scliohirs,  20  ;  ave- 
ratije  attendance,  IG.  Wages,  $16.  This  teacher  taught  the 
school  in  her  own  district.  Some  advanced  scholars  attended 
the  school.  The  exercises  at  the  closing  examination  were  quite 
satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  An  exhibition  in  the  evening  closed 
the  exercises,  which  I  understood  was  creditable  to  all  concerned. 

DISTRICT  NO.  17. 

Committee,  John  Hoitt.  Miss  Laurenia  A.  Gale  was  th(^ 
teacher  of  both  the  Summer  and  Winter  tenns.  Whole  number 
of  scholars  in  Summer,  14  ;  average  attendance,  13.  Wages, 
$9.  Winter,  number  of  scholars,  16  ;  average  , attendance,  13. 
Wages,  $10.  This  district  may  consider  itself  exceedingly  for- 
tunate in  being  able  to  secm-e  the  services  of  so  valuable  a  teach- 
er for  so  long  a  time.  The  same  teacher  has  taught  in  this  dis- 
trict for  several  consecutive  terms,  and  to  this  reason,  to  a  great 
degree,  I  atti-ibute  the  success  of  the  school.  The  scholars  were 
very  much  interested,  and  mutual  good  will  and  affection  existed 
between  teacher  and  scholars.  I  consider  the  school  one  of  the 
very  best  in  town. 

DISTRICT  NO.  18. 

Committee,  Charles  II.  Shannon.  Summer  term  of  8  weeks, 
taught  by  Miss  Myra  Sanborn.  Whole  number  of  scholars,  50  ; 
average  attendance,  40.  Wages,  $1!).  The  teacher  labored 
hard  and  diligently  for  the  proper  discipline  and  improvement  of 
her  scholars.  This  is  the  lai'gest  school  in  town,  and  one  that 
requires  a  large  amount  of  energy  and  skill  in  its  management. 

Winter  term,  taught  by  Mr.  Amasa  S.  Shackford,  of  Barn- 
stead.  Length  of  school,  8  Aveeks.  Whole  number  of  scholars, 
55  ;  average  attendance,  49.  Wages,  $32.50.  A  few  of  the 
scholars  did  very  well,  aud  made  some  improvement  in  their  stu- 
dies. Many  of  the  larger  scholars  did  not  give  as  much  attention 
to  the  duties  of  the  school-room  as  they  did  to  what  was  being 
done  outside,  in  the  streets  and  stores.  Consequently  1||py  f^id 
not  appear  as  well  as  I  could  wish.  The  school  needs  a* thor- 
ough disciplinarian,  in  order  to  bring  it  up  to  the  proper  standard 
of  excellence. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

As  Superintending  School  Committee  of  this  town  during  the 
last  political  year,  I  have  endea\'ored  to  attend  to  the  various  du- 
ties of  the  otlice  to  the  best  of  my  ability.     I  have  used  my  best 
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efforts  if)  luive  tlie  different  schools  in  town  take.^ti  lii;il)i;r  iind 
more  advancGd  standing.  1  have  tried  to  impress  rtpon  the  inind.s 
of  the  scholars  tlie  great  importanre  of  a  good  and  thorough  '|M 
edueation.  I  lliink  that  our  schools  have  been  as  SIlC(•e^•s- 
fel,  and  have  made  as  good  progress  as  during  any  preceding 
year  ;  and  in  some  respects  considerable  impi'ovement  has  mani- 
festly been  made.  No  school  in  town  can  be  said  to  have  been 
au  entire  failure.  In  some  of  the  schools  the  teachers  lacked  that 
energy  and  tact  so  desirable  in  teachers  ;  and  in  others  the  schol- 
ars failed  to  give  as  close  attention  and  application  to  their  stu- 
dies as  they  should,  yet  on  the  whole  1  think  that  both  teachers 
and  scholars  have  done  very  creditably. 

When  we  consider  that  at  the  common  school  the  foundation  of 
the  education  of  the  young  is  laid,  upon  which  the  whole  super; 
structure  is  to  be'built,  too  much  care  can  not  be  had  that  the 
teachers  should  be  well  and  thoroughly  fitted  to  perform  the  duties 
devolving  upon  them. 

The  school  houses  in  town,  with  a  few  exceptions,  are  in  good,* 
condition,  and  show  that  the  inhabitants  of  our  town  have  a  com- 
mendable pride  in  providing  ibr  their  children  the  conveniences  and 
comforts  that  many  of  them,  in  their  school  days,  sadly  needed. 

I  found  on  my  first  visit  to  the  different  schools  that  the  practice 
of  penmanship  was  very  much  neglected,  and  in  many  of  the 
schools,  entirely  abandoned.  I  have  urged  upon  all  the  schohirs 
the  importance  of  acquiring  a  fair  and  legible  hand-writing,  and 
[  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  our  schools  now,  generally, 
pay  considerable  attention  to  this  branch  of  common  school  edu- 
cation. I  have  changed  the  reading  books  in  all  the  schools,  and 
have  put  in  Ilillard's,  instead  of  the  Progressive.  This  has  been 
done  without  much  trouble,  and  with  very  little  expense,  and  I 
am  confident  that  our  schools,  with  this  series  of  books,  will  make 
much  more  improvement  in  this  very  impoi-tant,  but  oftentimes 
badly  neglected  branch  of  popular  education. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  return  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  kind 
manner  in  which  I  have  everywhere  been  received  by  teachers, 
scholar^  and  friends  of  education  generally.  It  is  my  earnest 
wish  tlmt  the  common  schools  of  this  town  may  continue  to  im- 
prove until  they  shall  all  become  the  distinguished  ornaments  of 
the  town,  and  may  send  forth  men  and  women  in  the  future,  as 
in  the  past,  who  shall  be  fitted  to  engage  successfully  in  flie  ar- 
duous and  responsible  duties  of  life.
